PARIS, July 29.—The Allied forces continued to gain ground 
at almost all points on the Soissons-Rheims salient today, but the 
principal progress, according to the war announcement tonight, was 
on the left flank and around Fere-en-Tardenois, Numerous villages 
fell into the hands of the Allies.

Miovernment Control Does 


ot Prevent Strikes 


There was a time when Govern 
nent control of publie utilities 
‘as looked upon as the solution 
f labor troubles. Indeed, it fre- 
uently oecurs that when labor 
roubles arise in connection with 
rivate enterprises, some wise 
ead suggests the nationalisation 
f the industry as a means of get- 
ing away from the difficulty. The 
etter carriers’ strike proves be- 
ond question that Government 
bwnership is no protection to the 
ublie from the losses and incon- 
‘eniences of labor strikes. Not 
nly is it no protection against 
hese conditions, but the experi- 
nee of the firemen’s strike in 
Vinnipeg, as well as the *present 
etter carriers’ strike, shows that 
he fact of Government or munici- 
al ownership tends in greater de- 
rree to incite a sympathetic strike 
han when the dispute is between 
yrivate employers and their em- 
lovees. 

The Government service is the 
vublie service, and a strike of em- 
sloyees in the public service is ef- 
ective in proportion as it incon- 
enienees the publie- So far as 
he financial aspect of the strike 
s concerned, the Government, as 

Government, is not affected 
hereby. It si only concerned with 
ts political effect. The sympa- 
hetic strike is advocated as a 
neans of bringing what, in effect, 
is political pressure on the Gov- 
srnment because of the general in- 
onvenience to the people at large. 

A Government cannot be finan- 
‘jally injured by the strike of any 
ection of its employees. There- 
fore, a strike of Government em- 
ployees is ineffectual on the lines 
that bring success to a strike of 
/mployees of a private enterprise. 
Because it is ineffectual on those 
ines, it becomes necessary to bring 
other influences to bear, and so 
is proposed the sympathetic strike, 
by means of which, because it will 
tie up all business of the country, 
the Government will be compelled 
to yield to the demands of the see- 
tion of its employees who have de- 
clared themselves dissatisfied, 

It is obvious that the business 
of the country cannot be run for 


Jany great length of time on such 


principles, Chaos and destruction 
ean be the only result of the gen- 
eral array of one class of the com 
munity against the rest of the 
community, which is really the 
meaning and purpose of the sym- 
pathetic strike, as applied to the 
present instance,
